Hik  :  In  your  laaue  of  Msy  12^ you 
print  a  iseruion),  preached  by  tbe’fiev. 
Chas.  A.  Cook  of  the  Baptist  Church, 
upou  the  subject  of  good  citizenship,  ae 
requested.  by  the  Essex  County  Obrtstlan 
Endeavor  Union. 

In  hla  seraioo  he  deala  largely  la 
generalities  aud  quotation*,  one  of 
which  ta  that  over  fifty  years  ago  a  presi¬ 
de  nt  of  a  college  wrote  these  words: 
“When  analyzed,  the  spirit  or  patriotism 
couslats  of  two  element* — tbs  love  of 
country  and  a  willingness  to  employ  Its 
choicest  power*,  physical.  Intellectual, 
and  moral.  In  advancing  Its  Interests, 
honor,  and  happiness. "  Who  was  this 
‘president,  and  over  what  college  did  he 
preside?  1  think  It  Is  alway  s  right  when 
quoting  to  give  authorities.  '  Christ, 
when  upou  earth,  taught  this  very  prin¬ 
ciple,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Cook  Is  a  teacher  of 
the  people  and  a  minister  or  the  Christ 
crucified,  who  said,  “There  are  three 
virtue^,  tyth,  hope,  and  charity,  but 
the  greatest  of  these  Is  charily."  Ah  me, 
where  is  Mr.  Cook’s  charity? 

Now  let  me  ask  Mr.  Cook  upon  what 
authority  It  *  makes  the  assertion  that 
Catholics  are  compelled  under  the  aw¬ 
ful  fear  of  >*.\communlcation  to  vote  just 
as  they  are  ordered  by  tbe  Pop*.
